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INTRODUCTION. 

For the first tiiiio for several years it bceoiiics the ])leasimt duty of llu! erilif, to lujiir witness to 
the (luite unusual inttirest of the annual exhibit an iniimivcnu'nt in ,<>eneriil (iluvnicter which 
has been aeknowlcdocd on every hand. Tliis iinprovcnient, it is satisfactory to re(;of,niise, is not 
due to the superlative merits of any particular works iti ])aintino or sculpture. A few such, in 
actual fact or by (H)inparison, are to be found in every luuiunl Academy exhibition ; and it is 
they, it is true, which are commonly held to }(ive the tone to the whole and, so to speak, to 
mark the time of its onward march. Jhit this vear, more notably tlaui in the recent piust, tlie 
pliouomenon of conspicuous advance is as clearly seen amoufj: the rank and tile as amonjf those 
who are re(!Offni8ed by rij,dit of I’epiitation anil talent as unchallenf(ed leaders. 

And yet this advance is perhaps not so much that of actual uceoniplishment as of intention, 
made evulent by a quality of vivacity, cnei^y, and purpose, the more remarkable as the recent, 
disappearance of those who have hitherto sustained the hi^k watermark of lkif,di.sli art might 
have been expected to result in the lowering of the standard. Yet t,he opposit,e up|)ears to be the 
case; encouraged and actuated in soiue sort by the law of compensation, the younger men have 
risen to the (tccasion which op|)ortunity has offereil. 

A curious circumstance which will probably be noticed by every visitor to the Academy is 
that, with a partial exception, nearly every picture contributed by French artists of wide 
reputation, cliaractoristic though it may be, utterly fails to hold its own in the exhibition. At the 
same time, it is gratifying to realise tliat even those artists who have received their education in 
France— and have tints become the Anglo-French wing of the English school— have succeeded in 
extracting the full benefit of their foreign training without sacrificing their individuality, and,

abovo all, wiilioiit stumbling into tbc pitfall which the very merits of tlio French system prepawis 
for th(^ unwary. Those painters form, imluccl, a lailliant phalanx, among wliom Mr. Waterhouse, 
Mr. (.’liinsen, Mr. Stanho{)e Forbes, Mr. La Thaiigne, and Mr. IJraniloy are among the most 
distinguished. No oih? could mistake their pic'tun^s hu* the work of Fronehmon, as is commonly 
the case with the French-taught artists ot nearly every eoimtry. The same? ean hardlj^ perhaps, bo 
said of Mr. Sargent and Mr. Sba-nnon. As Americans, tlieir receptivity is, no doubt, more sensitive 
and gn^ater in proportion as their racial individuality of tem]»erament is less; more elastic and self- 
adaptive,, tliey have; greater facility in assimilating the virtues they seek to acquire, but in so 
doing they sa(‘riti(;e to no slight degree thi‘ir national personality. whieJj, whatever its defects may 
be, must always remain one of tlu* most interesting and most valuable (|ualitics in a work of art. 

It is dillieult to say in what partieular section of art the present Academy e.xccls. I'hcre is 
so umeli that is inUjresLing in every section .save, perhaps, in that of serious painting of the mule; 

for alike in the departments of subject- and ligiire- 
paiiiting, of portraiture and landscape, of scul})(.ur(‘ 
and wwiU!r-(tol()ur, the standard is kept with remark- 
able equality, and, it may bo added, with pi(|uancy. 
Of all of tln'se sections an accurate representation 
will be 80(511 ill the following pag(.vs; and if it bo found 
that the eoII(‘(*tion is not entirely complete, the humiia' 
must be attributed to eommercial or otlua* considera- 
tions on tlio part of the artist, and not to lack of zeal 
on that of tlio editors, nor of enterprise lUi that of 
the publishers. MoroovcT, as has already been sug- 
g(5Sted, the abs(5n(3o of a few specific picjtures is this 
year of loss mounmt than has boon the case on jire- 
vious o(j(5asi(>ns, when a handful of leading works 
would ])racti(‘ally monopolise the main interest of the 
exhihitioii. 

In one respect a |)ubli(;ation such as this holds 
the advantage over the exhibition of wliieh it is but 
an (jcho. It annuls such blunders or injustice} of bang- 
ing as arc insejiarablcj, it ajipears, from every great 
exhibition, however well condiujted, and sets before 
the public, with ocpial courtesy of respectful iutro- 
(luc.tiou, every work with whicdi it deals. Whether or 
not tlie original be “skied” on th(} walls of the Aca- 
demy, tlie reader has here no gnuiter difhculty in 
judging of its merits than of the favoured canvas on

niotography is the great leveller of art, sweeping a 
conwiilin^f liiuid inipiirliiilly over tiicril.s lunl (lol'ccits; and a work such as this may fairly claim 
1.0 ho, ill sorno sort, a iiiirror of tho year’s art, not only serving as a roeorfl, but possessing, it is 
olaiiiii'd, artistic iiiorit licyoud what it has hitherto jiossossed. 

The sculptural works -at least the finest of them — may not bo the most elaborate, such as are 
])roducod in I'Vance and llolgiiim ; Imt the spi'ctator must bear in mind what is so often forgotten, 
(hut whether in painting or in sculpture, as in literature, it is more difficult to transform a single 
figure into a fnlly-oxprossivc work of art than to fashion a group which, by its complication, olfcrs 
advciililioiis opportunities (,o the artist to produce an effect. 


It is, porha])s. impossible to assort (hat any young man’s name, hitherto unknown, lias this 
year sprung sudiknly into the light.; but what is of far greater and more encouraging significance 
is. that a number already favourably knowav^such, for example, us Mr. Hugh Kiviere — have given 
evidon(!(? of ofVoctive advance in their art. This is tho really striking and gratifying note of the 
exhibition of ls!)H — this is the hope that is being brightly realised by tho expiring century.
